First note that since no listing of claims was found in Applicant's response filed April 5, 2007, the examiner has addressed Applicant's 
arguments with regards to the listing of claims filed December 22, 2006. 

With regards to at least claims 1 and 1 1 , Applicant argues that Khutoryansky et al. does not teach or suggest that "a lower edge of the 
x-ray source is disposed below the lower edge of the support arm, independently of an x-ray source angle of rotation about the horizontal 
axis" since, in at least some rotational aspects, the condition is not demonstrably satisfied. The examiner disagrees with Applicant's 
assessment. Since Khutoryansky et al. does demonstrate that in at least some rotational aspects (i.e., 5 degrees as one example of an 
angle of rotation or 90 degrees as illustrated in figs. 8-13, #112), the condition is satisfied, the prior art reads on that portion of the claim. 
For the sake of argument, even if a 180 degree rotation of the x-ray source in Khutoryansky et al. fails to teach the lower edge of the x-ray 
source disposed below the lower edges of the support arm and mounting device, such a feature (i.e., 180 degree rotation) is not recited in 
the claim. The claims recite that the lower edge of the x-ray source be disposed below the lower edges of the support arm and mounting 
device, independently of "an x-ray source angle of rotation" about the horizontal axis. Since a rotation of 5 degrees or 90 degrees (figs. 8 
and 9, #112) is "an x-ray source angle of rotation", Khutoryansky et al. satisfies the conditions and reads on that portion of the claims. 

Applicant further notes that the lower edge of the support arm cannot be discerned in figures 8-13 of Khutoryansky et al. This further 
supports the examiner's position that the lower edge of the x-ray source is disposed lower than the lower edges of the support arm and 
mounting device at an x-ray source angle of rotation, such as 90 degrees, since the x-ray source is lower and blocks the view of the lower 
edges of the support arm and mounting device. This assertion is not ambiguous, since it can clearly be discerned from figure 1 of 
Khutoryansky etal. that the bottom and sides of the x-ray source (fig. 1, #112) have dimensions that put them below the lower edges of 
the support arm and mounting device, when the x-ray source is rotated to respective positions. Furthermore, a rotation of 5 degrees with 
the x-ray source (112) in figure 1 of Khutoryansky et al. would satisfy the conditions and read on the claims. 

In conclusion, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive, and the claims remain rejected. 
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The amendment document filed on 05 April 2007 is considered non-compliant because it has failed to meet the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1 .121 or 1 .4.
